The Premier fllsplays Hla-h Art In His 
ParltamrntarlanUm —The S*cond Read- 
ing— No Departure In Any Particular.

London, June 1.— When the meeting of 
the Home Hulo Liberals broke up on Thurs- 
day afternoon the impression was that Mr. 
Gladstone had carried his point and secured . 
a majority for the s. con.l reading of his 
measure. The concessions there offered to 
the Litieml op|>onents of the present scheme 
went 1. v.. nd expectation. Nothing, indeed, 
was offered to the Whigs. They were ex- 
cluded from the meeting by the terms of the 
call. Mr. Bright also felt himself excluded 
from this singular Liberal meeting which 
banished him. Mr. Chamberlain, who had 
meant to attend the meeting, changed his 
mind on reading Mr. Gladstone's letter 
making attendance equivalent to a pledge 
for Home Rule; but a number of his follow 
ers were present.

A Washington, D. 0b, special to the 
Louisville Times says: "Mr. C. P. Hunt- 
ington, the railroad Agamemnon, slipped 
a biH through both houses of Congress 
this week that will create a sensation of 
the first magnitude in iron-bound circles 
when rival roads wake up to its gigantic 
proportions. Cincinnati will simply have 
forty duck fits. The bill is modest and 
unassuming but loaded — double-shotted 
to the muzzle. It provides for the build- 
ing of a bridge, with proper car tracks, 
etc., between Covington and Cincinnati. 
Between the lines of the bill provision is 
made for an elevated railway ; in fact, 
whole thing is expressed in those 
two words, and it will not be many 
ns before tremendous trains, loaded 
with the products of the8outh and West, 
will be thundering over the rattled heads 
of the citizens of Cincinnati. 

The elevated road is to be the most 
massive structure in the world. It will 
be built entirely of iron and stone, and 
will be seventy feet high— over the 
housetops and on to the Atlantic ocean. 
The right of way has already been secur- 
ed from the City Council. The great 
work, will cost millions of 
This great strategic stroke enables Mr. 
Huntington to make direct connection 
with Chicago and St. Louis, which be 
has long desired, and he is not bothered 
with a slow and circuitous route through 
the city, but plunges through mid air. 
This will virtually side-track the Pennsyl- 
vania Central and derail the Erlanger 
system. It will enable Mr. Huntington 
to unload wheat on the ships at Newport 
News three cents a bushel short of 
any other road in the country can load 
it at the seaboard, 

Mr. Huntington is having 500 huge" 
coal cars, of a capacity of twenty-five 
tons each, constructed, and he proposes 
to place enough coal in the city every 
twenty-four hours to supply the demand, 
and thus save fifty Cents a ton on shrink- 
age. The cars are biiift with bolts in 
the bottom, which, when withdrawn, 
will precipitate the whole car load of coal 
into mammoth bins beneath the elevated 
road. This can be done while the train 
is moving. Heretofore coal dealers, or 
rather consumers, have had to pay from 
40 to 50 cents more on the ton for coal 
on account of shrinkage. The saving in 
this way will be immense. Mr. Hunt- 
ington has now made the greatest effort 
of his life, and is superbly successful. He 
has joined and iron-bound the continent 
from ocean to ocean. Two of the most 
distinguished members in the Federal 
Congress quietly pushed the little bill 
through the House and Senate, and none 
of the railroads yet realize the true in- 
wardness of the great scheme. A cele- 
brated lawyer said to the Times man
